David Louie，the popular KOO-TV 
reporter had just made a knee-slapper of a 
joke 一 and，of all people，Wendy Tokuda， 
the most prominent and well-known Asian 
American journalist in the Bay Area，was

The occasion was the Asian Founda- 
tion for Community Developmencs fund- 
raising banquet last week at the Hyatt Re- 
gency Hortel in Oakland. 

Louie was the master of ceremonies， 
and TIokuda was a “special guest”receiving 
recognition 人 for her generous contributions 
to the Asian American community. 

After a tribute to TIokuda from Alan 
Yee，representing the foundation，Louie 
Stepped to the microphone to Tokudas 
right; stood shoulder to shoulder with her 
and said,“Don't [I look like an Asian Dave 
McElhatton ?2 

The crowd of 300 roared at Louies 
witty and，as it turned out，pointed refer- 
ence to Tokudas news-anchoring partner 
on KPIX. 

After the laughter died down，Iokuda 
went back to the microphone. The moment 
turned solemn as she began an offt-the-cu 仁 
comrmentary on 3a subject she said has gone 
on too long to ignore. 

The subject was 一 and is 一 why Asian 
American men aren't anchors of television 
news shows, locally or nationally. 

“The reason why David and other 
Asian American men aremtanchoring news 
shows”Tokuda said，with.a now-serious 
Louie at her side,“is simply racism. The 
banquet room was hushed. 

It was aremarkable moment. Here we 
have the Bay Areas most visible Asian 
American television personality calling a 
spade a spade， 

Tokuda could have let Louies joke go 
unanswered，or she could have replied in 
kind with a witticism of her own. [Instead， 
she chose to give us Some serious food for 
thought to go along with the prime rib we 
had for dinner. 

The Asian male news-anchor issue 
iSnt new，ahnd it won't recede into the 
landscape. At the first national convention 
of the Asian American Jjournalists Associa- 
tion in Los Angeles two months ago，the 
subject pervaded the hallway gossip aftnong 
the broadcast journalists， 

A Chinese American male television 
reporter related to me in one of those con- 
versacions how he was told by his news 
director， whom he described as a friend 
and mentor why he (the Chinese Ameri- 
can) would never anchor a news show. 

“This guy said that when people see 


me on the screen，they see Someone who 
does karate, orkung fu, someone aggressive 
and threatening”he said. For years [ had 
heard rationalizations forthe imbalance be- 
tween Asian women and men in television， 
bu when I heard this latest“explanation， 
LI was dumbfounded 一 and I hardly consider 
myself naive. 

The day after the Tokuda banquet，[ 
talked briefly with her. [wondered whether 
this was a new，bold step she was taking. 
No，she said，she had indicated the same 
sentiments to Ben Fong-Torres for a piece 
he did about a year ago for the Sanm Francisco 
Chronicles Datebook (or “pink"” section) on 
why Asians males aren't news anchors， 

TI asked her whether she thought sex- 
ism_ wasn't more of a factor She said no， 
racism was，because she said it was racist 
for television bosses ko select Asian Ameri- 
can women over men for the high-profle 
anchoring jobs. 

It was gutsy of Tokuda to state directly 
and frmly her views on what can only be 
termed a live controversy in her industry， 
Her stature in Bay Area television journal- 
ism is beyond reproach:. She ranks high in 
viewerpopularity. She handles both anchor- 
ing and serious -reporting duties with skill 
and professionalism. She's been called on 
to do other high-profle television journal- 
ism duties such as moderating the debates 
between San Francisco mayoral candidates 
and moderatingapanelofexperts on AIDS， 

Still，you may wonder what the big 
deal is. After all, there are Asian American 
men on television news. One (Rick Quan) 
even serves as a_backup sports anchor for 
the same station Tokuda works for and 
David Louie, Vic Lee and Lloyd LaCuesta， 
among others, demonstrate their profession- 
alism and competence alimmost every night 
as repoOrters， 

The continuing imbalance ofresponsi- 
bilities for Asiarn men and women on tele- 
vision news，after a deeper analysis，repre- 
sents anotherform of insidiousness among 
the power brokers of our society， ln this 
case，[ refer to the mostly white men who 
are the station managers antd news direc- 
toOrs. 

TV'S INFLUENCE 

Allthis might be a temmpest in a teapoft 
让 it weren't for television's pervasive influ- 
ence_ upon contemporary life，Since tele- 
vision is almost everywhere，and what 站 
transmits Substantially shapes 一 unfortu- 
nately sometimes 一 our culture and values， 
we must necessarily pay _ attention to is 
culture， In the_ Asian American commu- 
nity， which has so few public heroes, Asian 
television personalities serve as Our heroes， 


and therefore，whoevet holds the visible 
and prestigious Positions 一 in this case， 
Asian American women 一 garners the most 
attention and public accolades. 

The power of the television bosses is 
apparent. More than anything，they don't 
want to threaten_the fragile relationship 
television has with its vast audience. Re- 
member: American commercial television 
is hrst and foremost a prime medium for 
selling things. And ifyou want to sell some- 
thing to the American public，you don' 
want to upset them too much. And the less 
you mupset them，the more of them you 
reach with your commercial message. 

These television bosses have decided 
that the least offensive_ combination of 
anchoring talent 一 at least in the incred- 
ibly diverse Bay Area 一 isa white man with 
a woman， white or Asian. (Yes, [ know the 
exceptions: Dennis Richmond on KTVU， 
Bob Jimenez on KRON, and Anna Chavez 
onKGO). Its acozy nonz-threateningcom- 
bination. Asian women are Seen as cuddly 
Or exotic or as objects of libidinous desires， 
Asiian menyIguesseven theso-called toler- 
ant Bay Area views them as threatening op 
worse，as non-entities， 

This imbalance has one more deleteri- 
ous effect on Asian Americans. [ec helps 
drive a_ wedge _ between Asian American 
men and women.

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Opening Door Exhibit Reveals 
Origins of Trans-Pacific Trade

SAN FRANCISCO - With the 
media's Tecent fixation.， on the 
economic boom in Asia and the 
growing trade deficit of the US， 
many Imisconceptions have sprung 
up in the publics mind. 

One is that' trans-Pacific trade is 
a fairly recent Phenomenon. 
Another is that Asian businessmen 
-- particularly the Japanese --are 
economic invaders who have long 
taken advantage of America's 
lenient import laws，while severely 
Testricting American exports to their 
shores. 

These myths are exploded in the 
current exhibition of the 了 Pacific 
Heritage Museum at 608 Commercial 
Street， Through an impressive array 
cf antiques， paintings，Pphotographs， 
art objects，documents，clothing and 
trade merchandise，one gets the true 
story -- that trans-Pacific trade 
dates back to 1784 and was Imainly 
forced .upon unwilling Asian gov- 
ernments. 

What's more，this trade had a 
profound impact on East Asia，far 
eclipsing any changes imposed upon 
American Society by the current 
trade Situation.

After getting approval for the 
"Opening Door” exhibit，he and his 
team visited the East Coast to 
borrow artifacts from leading his- 
torical institutions，About half the 
items on display come from the 
Peabody Museum in Salem，Massa- 
chusetts，the nation'Ss oldest conti- 
nuously-operating museunm 

"One thing we discovered was 
that，almost entirely due to the 
prosperity of the China trade， 
Salem was once the sixth largest 
city in the US"” said Pastron. 

The items are chronologically 
arranged，with commentary on their 
importance in everyday life. Among 
the most notable of the China items 
are European-style _ luxury furniture 
made by Chinese craftsmen，Silver 
bullion used in trade，and intricate 
carvings of bone and ivory. 

But perhaps the most Spectacular 
items are _ those in the sectiom on 
Japan，some df them .on loan from 
the _ Smithsonian Institution，the US 
Naval Academy and the Japan 
Society.、 They include an ancient 
Japanese Sword given to Commodore 
Matthew Perry in his historical 
mission to _ Tokyo Bay in 1853，and

ALHAMBRA - About 30 represen- 
tatives _ from San Francisco and 
Southern California banks met 
recently at the Amansor Court iD 
Alhambra to form the first associa- 
tion of Chinese American bankers. 

Oftficers of the new organization， 
calljed the Chinese American Bank- 
erSs AssociatiQn， are: President， 
Harold Chuang，chairman of the 
board of American International 
Bank; president elect，Jamies Riady， 
Bank of Trade;i vice President， 
David Chow，First Central Bank; 
and first vice president，William Lu， 
United Pacific Bank. 

“The sense of it (the association) 
is to get the banks together to 
share their common experiences， 
said David Bow Woo，legal coucil 
for the group. ”Banking is such a 
competitive world_ that people have 
to network together to maintain 
some strength in competing. 

He noted that the Chinese-owned 
banks .1 Southern _ California have 


"well over two billion dollars in 
assets.” The bank are SO "competi- 
tive among themselves,”said Woo， 
"it is unusual to see them get 
together like this. 

"We want to get (the Chinese 
American) barmks together to know 
each other and work together "said 
Chuang.“ “Because of deregulation in 
1991，we may get our banks in- 
Volved in risk _ investments，insuT- 
ance and securities，which we were 
not allowed to do before. 

Woo said that "After the relax- 
ation of foreign exchange in 
Taiwan we are planning to organize 
a team to visit (and to work 
toward allowing) OVeISeas 
Chinese banks to open a branch OF 
coOrrespondent office there. Right 
now they have such high standards， 
only a few large banks are there. 
By lowering the Standards， we 
would be able to help them to let 
people invest in Taiwan，We know 
their language' and their culture. 

"At the Same time，the money 


that comes here will stay with 
Chinese American banks.， That 
means most of the money will be 
lent to people，businessmen.， Right 
DOow OUT loan portfolio in this 
country is composed mostly of Chi- 
nese American businessmen."

Next year， 
the worst could happen and the 
program might not get founds at all. 

This "Slow phasing out" of the 
Program can be traced back to the 
current philosophy in Washington. 
“Reagan is against refugees,” Says 
Mahrer Also， the program was 
considered as a one year demonstra- 
tion program，with a gradual reduc- 
tion of funds a usual charactefistic 
of this type of programs. 

Another very serious area of 
concern Tight now for refugees and 
refugee leaders is a Project called 
GAIN (Greater Avenues Toward 
Independence )，a huge program 
being implemented in California 
already begun in many counties. 

"The money for RTAP is slowly 
being siphoned into GAIN”but it 
does not circulate back to the 
clients of RTAP -- the refugees， 
according to Mahrer. "It is sucking 
Up money but it is not Serving the 
People whom it is getting the 
ImOney from." 


This is because GAIN is targeting 
its Services. to_ families with depen- 
dent children Six years OF older， 
which drastically reduces the 
already small eligible pool of clients 
of RTAP. To qualify for RIAP，

clients Imust be of refugee Status， 
with very low English skills and 
Teceiving Some Sort of public aid. 
“This leaves a lot of ueedy refugees 
with Serious barriers tO _ employment 
ineligible for services under this 
prograra”The bottom line is that 
"the retiugees are being left out in 
the cold. 

"Eurthermore，from the planning 
that has been done So far，there 1s 
serious question as to whether 
GAIN will Provide adequate Ser- 
Vicer for low English/no English 
Speakers in this county. 

With .the budget cut and GAIN 
approaching，RIAP is facing exterT- 
mination. . Meanwhile， Mahrer and 
the task forces from the twelve 
agencies Under 及 TITAP are taking 
pPIeventive actions. 

SF Refugee service Provider and 
refugee meetings are being held to 
discuss how people can help，New 
Programs are being designed to get 
funds from foundations， corPora- 
tions，Pprivate groups and community 
events. 


"TIhere's a need in the city for 
SOme SOrt of coordinated approach 
toward Services to refugees. Weve 
never had 'that.”Says Mahrer. He 
adds that the city needs to assess 
the employment needs in the city.

porary Socio-cultural regionalism 
unique to Los Angeles，reflecting

PURE CEOMETRIC FORMS 


Architectural critic Alan Tempko 
of the az Francisco Cjromicle has 
called MOCA a lyrical public build- 
ing of pure geometric forms，cubes， 
pyramids and a half-circle vault， 
expressing 3a classic European order. 

He thought its exterior color (red 
sandstone) and texture very South- 
ern Californian and its Sunken 
entrance coOurt a Zen metaphor for 
the “silent center.” He conceded that 
"busyness” from the lunchroom， 
canvas parasols and tables and 
chairs in the dining area serve as 3 
metaphor for the“busyness” of LA. 

Tempko's observations identify a 
confusing duality in the criticism 
of the building -- MOCA'S classic 
European (formal) geometric order 
expresses a "Very Southern Califor- 
nian [informal]” feeling and the 
courtyard、symbolizes both a Silent 
centeT and a busy center. 

Critic John Pastier of 4r 女 
44rcHnitecture Imagazine calls MOCA 
a Serious building，but at times 
discounts the seriousness by saying 
it is a "human'” building (having 
human Scale)，However，Pilar Vila- 
das of Progressive 4rcpitecture 
magazine Says MOCA'S monumental- 
ity comes from its "over-Scaled 
[building] forms. 


Viladas Says the building has 


"considerable iconic Power” and 
jllustrates her point with Photo- 
graphs Presenting views of the 
perfectly Shaped half-circle vault， 
but .only as Seen from 3a rooftop 
gallery normally closed to the 
Public. Her dramatic magazine cover 
photo of the pyramidal skylights 
looks like it was shot from a hot 
air ballon hovering 30 feet above 
grade at its northern side. 

MOCA visitors would never find 
these Pure geometric forms because 
their perspective would be much 
different in the common Public 
areas- The skylights would normally 
be _ hidden behind the roof parapet 
and the half-circle vault is Seen as 
an oval-shaped vault，But a _ visitor 
Predisposed by critics” corninents 
would probably leave MOCA believ- 
ing that the pure geometric forms 
do _ exist because the Teaders focus 
has been influenced by the critics. 

Suzanne Stephens writing for the 
Popular magazine 有 ove 必 Garden 
may have come closest in experien- 
cing MOCA'S presence， She Teports 
that the Place makes you feel like 
an archaeologist discovering a Small 
lost _ village [in Japan]，with its 
Subway-like entrance leading into 
Underground galleries. 


The “philosopher ， Santayana 
Said Over 90 years ago that its 
unreasonable to require that all 
Traces admire the Same style of 
architecture and all ages the same 
poets. It does seem that there are 
Certain Eastern design ideas -- the 
intricacies of _ design of Chinese: 
gardens is one example -- that are 
difficult to get across to those used 


to Western standards. 

The radical design idea of cul- 
tural pluralism Still has not Seen its 
day yet，but hopefully it will take 
hold iD California before the dawn 
of the 21st century.
